Campus Foil Returns 
Show Students Desire 
Maple Leaf Symbol 

Sackvillc, N.B., Oct. 30.— (CUP) 
—In a campus poll held at Mount 
Allison University, students were 
asked: - 

"Do you think Canada should 
have a distinctive flag of its own? 
If so, what design would you sug- 
gest?" 

The majority of Inlcrvlewed stui 
dents expressed themselves In fa- 
vor of a distinctive Canadian Flag. 
Twenty-nine per cent vetoed the 
idea, feeling that it would be an- 
other step in breaking our ties 
with Great Britain. It was felt 
also that it would be too national- 
istic an idea now when we should 
be thinking of internationalism. 

Five per cent, of those, answer- 
ing either felt that the flag ques- 
tion should be left alone, or though 
that no distinctive flag should be 
adopted until Canada could stand 
on her own feet as a nation. 

The majority however — sixty- 
six percent — were decidedly in 
favor of a Canadian flag. They felt 
that It should have nothing remin- 
iscent of the flags of other nations, 
but should be definitely Canadian. 
The beaver was one' suggestion; but 
most of .those with definite Ideas 
thought that the maple leaf should 
be the symbol. Two people wanted

Clement Attlee, President Tnunan 
Hail World Youth Conference 



The important part that young 
people must play in building peace 
was emphasized to Monday's In- 
augural meeting of the World 
Youth Conference In London 
through messages from Prime Min- 
ister Clement R. Attlee and Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman. 

The formal sessions of the con- 
ferences, at which there are dele- 
gates from sixty-three nations, be- 
gan yesterday. 

It is "immensely important and 
encouraging" that the youth of so 
many nations should meet at this 
time to discuss their common prob- 
lems and purposes in the establish- 
ment of lasting peace, ^ the: Presi- 
dent said. "The world Into which 
you were born is not a hippy one," 
he continued, "but the victory of 
the United Nations has won for us 
the opportunity to create the kind 
of world in which you and your 
children can live in peace. . 

"What we have won Is more 
than opportunity. We have, lit 
seems to me, a solemn responsi- 
bility to build that kind of world. 
The generation that has suffered 
and -failed to avert two .World 
Wars can only lay the foundation 
for a better way of life. It is' for 
us to hand on to you the bitter, 
lessons we have learned. It is for 
you to build on that experience, to 
combine the creative and adven- 
turous spirits of youth with the 
understanding and patience and 
tolerance and faith that the build- 
ing of peace demands." 



Mr. Attlee's message declared 
that "in order to build up a peace- 
ful world,', more Is- needed than 
agreements' between Governments. 
There must be an end to suspicion 
and. misunderstanding , l^tween 
peoples. 

"In this copntry," he continued, 
"where freedom 'of speech is the 
basic right of all, you may speak 
your minds, exchange experiences 
and proclaim your hopes and 
ideals. I hope that you will es- 
tablish feelings of tolerance, mu- 
tual trust and undersUnding in 
order that there may be qreaied 
bonds of friendship between indi- 
viduels of different nations." 

Messages from King George 'VI, 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bovin, 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr, the 
American delegate to the United 
Nations Organization, and Dr. Shih 
Cheh, the Chinese Foreign Mhi- 
ister, were also read to meeting. 
The King said: "I am convinced 
that- the - true cooperation of the 
youth of all countries provides the 
surest ^guarantee of the pea(^ for 
which'' we have all worked and 
fought so hard." 

Mr. Stettinius reminded the dele- 
gates that the United Nations 
charter was in the deepest sense 
a compact among peoples and the 
United Nations Organization need- 
ed the interest and influence of 
youth to make certain that it had 
the strength to ^h>ulld a peace 
worthy of the sacrifices made by 
their generation.

Protest Move to 
Deport Japanese 
Of GanadiatttBirth 

SCM Meeting Urges 
Return of Full Rights 
In Letter to Kjng 

A protest against the recent de- 
cision of the, Government of Can- 
ada to deport some 10,000 Japanese 
Canadians from this country was 
unanimously registered at an "Open 
House" meeting of the McGill, Stu- 
dent Christian Movement last Sun- 
day. 

" This protest was in agreement 
with similar moves made by the 
Universities of Ibronto and Mani- 
toba, and it was decided to send 
to Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
the following letter:^ 

"Dear Sir: 

"For six long years Canada has 
waged war, losing thousands of 
lives in order to preserve demo- 
cratic rights for men. This struggle 
has been over less than two months, 
yet . is .our ' government following 
the 'princlplu' for which Canadians 
fought? * ■'•'■■ 

"We have • watched with great 
concern the course our government 
Is following with regard: to the 
Japanese Canadian . question.' This 
issue has not been handled in a 
democratic manner,, but. as a re- 
sult of economic and racial preju- 
dice, the influence of atrocity stor- 
ies, and capitalization oh war hys- 
teria, has become a political foot- 
ball. ' 

'These people are not citizens of 
Japan, but Canadians by birth and 
desire. We, the members of the 
Student Christian Movement of 
McGill University urgently beg 
our government to take the fol- 
lowing action at the earliest pos- 
sible opportunity. 

"(1) To delay the deportation of 
over 10,000 people of Japanese ori- 
gin to Japan, and allow them an 
opportunity to cliange their deci- 
sion. Many of those who signed 
for expatriation did so under great 
psychological pressure and misun- 
derstanding. 

"(2) TO abolish (as has already 
been done In the United States) 
all restrictions Imposed on Japa- 
nese Canadians during the war. 

"(3) To reinstate all loyal Japa- 
nese, CanadlaiSs as full citizens of

Average College Intelligence 

The success which we, as individuals, derive 
from our College Course is largely dependent on 
ourselves. One of our Professors a short- time, ago 
expressed the opinion that tho averageTintelli- 
gence of the University man is on a higher plane 
, than that possessed by the average man in the 
street, and that tho man who works his way up 
to and into the University has attained a mental 
stage higher than that possessed by those who 
% stop short of University requirements. 

It would indeed be an error on our part were 
we to assume that all college men are above the 
average everyday man in ability. But the college 
man possess the advantage, in that he is situated 
in a position where he can, by 'application to 
duty, raise himself to this higher plane. 

Many students, particularly those who have 
recently entered the University Halls, are so 
overwhelmed by the magnitude of their toils and 
by the strangeness of their surroundings that 
they at once classify themselves as very faj^ be- 
low the average man in intelligence. To some 
this results in increased application to the task 
in hand^^ritirthe eventual successful termination 
of their courses, while to others it results in des- 
pair and an early failure.,V, j,iH 

It is necessary that everyone should assidii- 
ousiy demote- himself to his studies but not, how- 
ever, to that degree where everything elese is 
sacrificed. Every college man should endeavor 
to connect himself with soibe college activity 
such as Athletics, the Literary Society, the Càl- 
lege newspaper, or what not. In this way, and in 
this alone, will he derive the maximum benefit 
Irom his college couree. He will thus come in 
contact with men in the same position as him- 
self. There is a saying that "Misery loves com- 
pany." Perhaps it is applicable in this case. Bo 
that as it may, he will nevertheless benefit from 
thé meeting with his fellow collegians and thus 
will receive a broader perspective and a greater 
degree of intelligence. 

Every student should remember that his suc- 
cess at tlic University is measured not only in 
terms of intellectual facts acquired but also by 
the degree to which he devotes his energies to 
the lighter yet very important parts of College 
life.

No one, writing as has this authour, consistently 
through the twenties and thirties, gained and main- 
tained the fine guerdon of perfection that he won 
and so jealously guarded. 

As is the custom of this reviewer, one poem from 
the work is chosen for analysis. 

The coldly mathematical "Time/Space Transition" 
la the forceful swansong of a fading flame — the 
nunc dimttis of a life crowned with sticceuful en- 
deavour. 

The first three magnificently biographical lines 
may be divided into a couplet and à soul-searching 
statement of the negation of ffnality: 

"Torn from time'a trembling womb', 
Puling I came" 
shews with truly amazing originality how, at birth, 
Conchubor already was the composite of all his for- 
bearing ancestors; and how, on the realization of his 
deep indebtedness to not only his mother but also his 
father, as hta first worldly act, burst into tears of 
graUtude. This excellent augery of future perspica- 
city la fulfilled In this poem. 

The next line; 

"Drowned In dark deepmed/tomb" ' 
Is a prophecy of his ultlntate décèai^This hat been 
(uUiUed. 

"0 oriflamme 

Gelid and tense 

'surrender sense." 
is Phelps artistic credo. To the clear, unfllckerlng 
flame of my supcrlibldosoulpsyche I remain frozen

REVIEW OF THE RECENT 
POLITICAL ELECTIONS 
The fact that the C.C.F. was not 

elected as the government In Man- 
itoba, Nova Scotia or British Col- 
umbia provincial elections has 
caused jubilation In certain quar- 
ters. 

What the press has failed to note 
is a remarkable Increase In popu- 
lar support for the CCF from At- 
lantic to Pacific. Distinct gains 
were made by the CCF in each of 
the three provinces. Let us review 
the facts: 

MANITOBA: The Liberal, Con- 
servative and Social Credit parties 
combined polled 51% of the popu- 
lar vote. Tbe CCF polled 34%; that 
is, more than any individual party. 
They elected nine members of par- 
liament where they had three prev- 
iously, and thus constitute the of- 
ficial opposition. 

NOVA SCOTIA: The Conserva- 
tive party was obliterated In the 
Nova Scotia Legislature. This 
Is the first time since Confedera- 
tion that not a single Conservative 
M.P. was elected. This, despite the 
fact that they presented a full 
slate of 30 candidates. 

Tho CCF. now replaces the Con- 
servatives as the official opposi- 
tion. The CCF. popular vote dou- 
bled, from 10 per cent, to 20 per 
cent This large vote is even more 
rContlnued.^0»^ Page,.

Washington, October 30. — Sen 
ator A. B. Chandler, Democrat, of 
Kentucky, said good bye to tho 
Senate today to take on full time 
the job of baseball commissioner 
which club owners voted him last 
April 24. t 

But the Kentuckian told the col 
leagues with whom he has served 
since 1939 that he wasn't forcclos 
ing the possibility that he may 
some day be one of them again. 

"At least for the present," he de- 
clared, "this Is my last day In 
the Senate." He hastened to add, 
however, that he thought no m&n 
of forty-seven ought to say that ho 
never intended to return to publlo 
office. 

As for baseball. Senator Chandler 
hung up this slogan: "My highest 
obligation to baseball Is to keep 
honest, clean and fair and that is 
what I propose to do." 

Senator Chandler told reporters 
later he .was mailing his resigna- 
tion today, to Governor Simeon S. 
WilUs of Kentucky. He declined 
to say what day it would become 
effective^ but every one expecied 
the vacancy to become official 
Thursday, 

Governor Willis, a Republican, 
will appoint Senator Chandler's 
successor. Or the governor may 
wait until he himself has com- 
pleted two full years in office, re- 
sign and be appointed to the Sen 
ate by the lieutenant governor. If 
Governor Willis resigns before 
Dec. 7, when the two years are up, 
a special election will be necessary 
to fill the governorship. 

In any event. Senator Chandler 
seemed likely to be succeeded by 
a Republican, raising that party's 
strength In the Senate to forty, as 
compared with fifty-five' Demo- 
crats and one Progressive. 

Senator Chandler ended his fare- 
well with this advice to the Sen- 
ate: "Fortify Alaska. If we ever 
have' anojlher war. It will come 
from that direction. Keep. Mac- 
Arthur in Japan until the peace is 
definitely won."
